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STILL FILIBUSTERING 


The Deadlock in the House as 
Bad as Ever. 


WITH NO SIGNS OF A COMPROMISE 


Both Sides Determined to Fight to the Last— 
Claim of the Southern Men in Regard 
to the Cotton Tax— Other Gossip. 


Wasutineton, April 6.—[Special.]—The 
deadlock still continues and there is no more 
telling when or how it will terminate than 
there was on Wednesday last, when the first 
filibustering tactics were resorted to.. When 
the house convened this morning Messrs. Oates 
and heed, the leaders, were bright and chatty. 
The proceedings in the house during the day 
were rather of.a conservative nature and when 
recess was taken, at 5 o’clock, neither faction 
seeined in the least fatigued, There has been, 


‘during the day, more or less talk of a compro- 


mise, but what it will be is the question. Mr. 
Oates served notice upon the house today that 
he was in the fight and did not propose to 


yield an ineh until he had either defeated the 


bill or be granted some recognition of his 
amendment, in the refunding of part if 
not all of the cotton tax. The belief is cur- 
rent thafa compromise may be effected and 
that overtures will come from the republican 
side of the house. The nature of the supposed 
compromise will be to the effect that a por- 
tion of the cotton tax be refunded equal to the 
amount involved in the direct tax bill, which 
proposes to refund back to the states an amount 
in excess of $17,000,000. Whether or not the 
filibusters will yield is a question upon which 
there is yet no basis even for speculation, but 
an impression prevails that this may be _ac- 
copted. The republicans already recognize 
the fact that they are powerless to pass the 
bill so long as_ the filibustering tactics are re- 
sorted to, and this General Qates proposes to 
carry on until soma concession is made to his 
amendment. Otherwise he will continue the 
deadlock indefinitely. 

There is one way by which the bill canbe 
passed now, and that is for the northern demo- 
crats, who are voting with the filibusters, to 
join forces with the republicans, demand the 
previous question, take it up under the five 
minute rule, and immediately thereafter place 
the bill upon its passage. This would consti- 
tute a majority over which thefilibusters will 
have no control, whatever. This, however, is 
not likely to occur, as General Oates has his 
forces so well organized that he can count on 
every one of his followers until he himself 
might throw down the flag. 

Though the northern democrats are, of 
course, more interested in thé passage of the 
direct ta% bill, they having no interest, what- 
ever, in the cotton tax amendment, are in- 
clined to the belief that the money should not 
be refunded at all, and thus they are made a 
part of the filibuster army. Yet, if it comes to 
a vote torefund the direct tax, they will all 
vote for it. 

In speaking of the bill today, Mr. .Breckin- 
ridge, who has been one of the principal 
minority leaders, says: 

“The billis vicivus and Uvceptivo in «several 
particulars. As.torefandinga tax that was 
lawful and proper,in every particular, this 
should not be done; but if it be done, why not 
refund the cotton tax, which was collected 
contrary tolaw? This would give the south 
$10 or $20 per capita, which would, in some 
degree, compensate for that the north gets 
here; but we know full well that this will not 
be done. Nothing is more powerfully trwe 
than that any other hope is utterly delusive. 
The country desires, and is entitled to have, its 
revenes applied to the payment of its just and 
undisputed debts, and to have surplus taxes 
repceaied,instead of being collected for sectional 
raids upon the treasury, and for other bad pur- 
poses. The warisover. The south has paid, 
in other and special forms, its part of the old 
tax, tintteand again. A proper pacification 
about these claims, is to iet them alone, and to 
strive in tho future for a just and economica] 
government, and for low taxes.” 

Great apprehension is felt that the present 
deadlock may seriously interfere with the dis- 
cussion of the tariff bill. It has been the pur- 
pose of the democrats to debate and pass, if 
possible, the tariff bill previous to the St. 
Louis convention. The report from the.com- 
mittee on rules, which designated the present 
bill before the house, mapped out a pro- 
gramme to be followed by the house for two 
weeks from last Monday. Then a month was 
to be given for debate on the tariff. The dead- 
lock, however, has upset all plans heretofore 
made, and so Jong as it continues, coupled with 
the business designated by the committee on 
rules, the prospect for an early consideration 
of the tariff bill are indeed vague and doubt- 
ful. It is generally believed that with the 
present state ef affairs, with none of 
the general appropriation bills reported and 
the great volume of business before the house, 
it will require much faster work than is usually 
indulged in to reach an adjournment before 
the middle of Angust, if then. The democratic 
representatives will caucus in the house to- 
morrow evening on the Mills tariff bill and 
the omneous territory bill, that is provided 
a recess is taken or the deadlock is broken by 
that time. 

Congressman §. 8. Cox, of New York, stated 
to your correspondent today that he anticipates 
with keen delight his promised trip to Georgia 
and the south, which he intends making later 
in the present month, provided his duties in 
the house can be dispensed wlth for ten days. 
He now expects to visit Atlanta, Augusta, 
Chattanooga, Savannah and Birmingham, in 
each of which he will deliver a lecture on the 
tariff and other subjects of pending legislation. 
It is his desire to introduce and pass his census 
bill before leaving Washington. If this can- 
not be done, he will arrange a day for its con- 
sideration after his return. Mr. Cox feels the 
need of rest. He has been in his seat constantly 
since the opening of the session, a very consid- 
erable part of the time discharging the ex- 
@cting duties of speaker pro tem.

On motion of Mr. Ransom, the senate Dill 
authorizing the construction of bridges across 
Cape Fear, Black and Northeast rivers, in 
North Carolina, was passed. 

_ The senate then, at 2 o’clock, resumed con- 
sideration of the bill for a bureau of ven g 
dustry, to facilitate the exportation of live 
stock and their products, and to extirpate con- 
tagious pleuro-pneumonia. 

Ajlamendments recommended by the com- 
mittee on agriculture had been agreed to pro 
formaux, so as to allow the committee to shape 
the Dill as it thought best. 

Mr. Hiscock made a speech in opposition to 
the bill. He regarded as unconstitutional the 
clause authorizing the board of commissioners 
to appoint officers, arguing that such appoint- 
ments could =“ be made by the heads of de- 
partments, and he also regarded as unconstitu- 
tional the right of search conferred upon these 
ba hag 

r. Coke m@ved that its further considera- 
tion be postponed till Thursday and made a 
special order, affd thatin the meantime the 
bill as amended be printed. 

Mr. Frye sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read a letter from Mt. Burleigh (whom he 
spoke of as one of the most experienced cattle 
raisers in Maine) noting the defects in the bill 
as not providing for the case of tubercolosis, an 
incurable disease, which caused (through in- 
fected milk) the death of 50,000 childrena year 
in large ci:ies of America, or for the case of 
glanders in horses. Mr, Frye moved to amend 
the bill by mentioning those two diseases, and 
the amendments were accepted by Mr. Palmer, 
who has charge of the bill. 

Mr. Coke’s motion was then agreed to, and 
the bill was made a special order for Thursday 
next. 

The bill to provide for the admission of- the 
state of Dakotainto the union and for the 
organization of the territory of Lincoln, was 
then taken up, and it took its place as ‘‘unfin- 
ished business.’’ 

House bills for public buildings at Green- 
ville, S. C., and at Texarkana, Ark., cach 
$100,000, were taken up and passed. 

After executive session, the senate adjourned 
to Monday. 


STILL LOCKING HORNS. 


Beth Sides as Stubborn .as Ever in the 
House. 

Wasnineton, April 6.—The house this 
morning, at 11;45, entered upon the fourth day 
of its contest over the direct tax bill, the legis- 
lative day of Wednesday still continuing. 

Mr. Reed. of Maine, immediately demanded 
the regular order, which the speaker stated to 
be the vote on motion, that when the house 
adjourn today it be to meet Saturday next. 

Mr. Oates,of Alabama,in behalf of opponents 
of the bill, proposed that they be allowed two 

- hours for general debate, leaving the question 
of negutiation, as to future stages Of the bill, to 
be settled when those stages were reached. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, said that friends 
of the bill only asked assurance of a final vote 
atthe proper time. Any arrangement that 
included that would be accepted by them, but 
any proposition which did notinclude it would 
not be acceptable. 

Mr. Oates replied that such a ah apne as 
suggested by the gentleman would commit 
those wno opposed the bill to its final passage, 
without regard to whether any amendments 
were actopted or not. 

Mr. Taylor said that that was not his inten- 
tion. Abundant opportunity would be given 
for amendments and discussion of amendments, 
but to say that the bill would only bo allowed 
to advance one step was nonsensical, and such 
& proposition sould not be accepted. 

Mr. Oates retorted that. the gentleman’s 
yroposition was one to tie the enemies of the 
ill. It was a bulldozing process. 

Mr. Reed, inguired whether the gentleman 

was not pining for the cotton tax ainendment. 

‘‘When we proceed in the regular way, you 
will see.”’ replied Mr. Oates. 

‘‘Eyerybody can see it now,’’ was Reed’s re- 
tort, anid shouts for the regular order. 

Mr. Reed, said that he wished the gentle- 
man to understand distinctly that friends of 
the bill were wiiling to allow any time for de- 
bate, that could be desired by a reasonable 
man. Allthey wanted was an arrangement 
by which, after debate and the offering of 
amendments, the final vote could be taken. 

Mr. Oates—Why do you ask us to commi 
ourselves ? 

Mr. Reed—Because your conduct is such 
that it is mecessary you should commit your- 
selves. 

Mr. Oates—You asked it before you saw any 
such conduct. You want to put us in a posi- 
tion where you can vote down with impunity 
every amendment. 

So the effort at a compromise having failed, 
the usual filibustering motions were again 
submitted, and the round of roll calls began. 

The situation in-the house remains un- 
changed, and there are no present prospects 
of the breaking of the deadlock. Both sides 
are doggedly determined to keep up the fight, 
and it is threatened that the. house 
will be kept in continuous 
session without any recess being taken until 
the question is settled either by compromise or 
by one party unconditionally surrendering its 
position. There is some discussion as to what 
effect the present action of the house in con- 
suming time in repeated roll calls, will have 
upon the considertion of the tariff bill, and 
there isan apprehension felt by some gentle- 
men that if the dilatory tacties are continued 
for a few days lenger the necessary counsidera- 
tion of the appropriation bills will delay until 
a later day than that now fixed for the discus- 
sion of the Mills bill. | 

Roll call followed, roll call until 3 0’clock, 
when the absence of a quorum was developed 
and a call of the house ordered. The over- 
worked reading clerks were then given a much 
needed rest, while the sergeant-at-arms started 
on quest for absentecs.

Great Damage is Done in the 
West. 


THE MISSOURI OVERFLOWS ITS BANKS 


A Railroad Bridge Moved Thre¢ Peet—Live 
St#ck Drowned and Smekéhouses 
Washed Away—Other Damage. 


Sroux Crry, Iowa, April 6.—The flood on 
the Missouri, imrmediately above bere, has 
been the highest and most disastrous since the 
Spring of 1881. The region inundated«is low 
ground on the Dakota side above Sioux river. 
During the break up of the ice two weeks ago 
an immense gorge formed in a eurve~ of the 
canal of the Missouri below Elk Point. A 
dam was formed and the whole expanse of 
low country overflowed. In every direction 
for miles the whole country was under water. 
Elk Point was a diminutive island in the vast 
sea of angry waters. The country there is 
thickly settled, and many farmers had already 
removed their Jive stock to the bluffs. Most 
of the houses are built on levees, but in most 
cases the flood overflowed these aiso. Some 
live stock was lost, but how much is not 
known. It has been impossible to reach the 
country. Just below Elk Point the authori 
ties dug an immense ditch along the line of 
the lowest depression .northwesterly toward 
Sioux river to carry off the flcod of waters 
This ditch carried the flood waters with great 
violence into the Sioux above the St. Paul 
railroad bridge. 

There was this vast river, several miles wide, 
sweeping across the léwiands. It plowed out 
a ditch and threatened to change the chan- 
nel of the Missouri, toreaway fences, baystacks, 
sinall outbuildings and everything in its way. 
It is now learned that about -four miles of the 
Milwaukee railroad track was washed out this 
side of Elk Point. The violence of the current 
was so great that about one and a quarter mile 
of the track, including the railroad ties and 
iron, was carried two miles away from the 
roadbed and leftin the fields. The Sioux 
river, swollen by the flood waters of the Mis- 
souri, rapidly accumulated a great mass of 
driftwood and ice against the railroad bridge. 

The pressure was sufficient to move the 
bridge three feet and would have swept the 
structure entirely away, but for the precau- 
tions taken by the railroad company to save 
the bridge. However, it will take two weeks 
to repair the damage. Tuesday might the 
gorge which had caused all the trouble sud- 
denly broke. The combined flood. rushed 
down thé stream like a race horse, The rise 


torday the river fell some, but is still very 
high. Itwill be mahy days before the water 
on the low grounds in the region of Elk Point 
can be drained off. It is thought no lives have 
been lost. 


SHIVERED BY THE STORM. 


A Terrible Cyclone Passes Over an lowa 


City. 

Sioux Ciry, Iowa, April 6.—Daring the vio- 
lent electric storin yesterday, a cyclone passed 
over the city froin southwest to northeast. A 
funnel cloud was seen Inany and was ac- 
compatied by @ roaring noise. It struck in imt 
one place fn the extreme northwest part of the 
city, and then rebounded in the air, passing 
rapidly over the western suburbs. At the 
place where the cloud struck it picked up tho 
residence of Mark Modlin and hurled it to the 
geround in the rear of the lot. Mrs. Modlin 
was severely injured. The house of Mr. Rich- 
mond was wrecked and the barn near by was 
split into kindling wood.. Mr. Modlin says he 
saw two clouds form and mect and in a 
moment his house was hurled from its foun- 
dation. 

At Sibley the tornado swept over the coun- 
| try doing immense damage to property. With- 
out a moment’s warning the wind rose from a 
slight breeze to a hurricane and in ashort time 
chimneys, fences, timber and other property 
were torn from their resting piaces and hurled 
through the air. A large chimney on the pub- 
lic school building crashed through the roof 
into the midst of the teachers institute, but 
aside from a few slight bruises no one was 
hurt. The agricultural warehouse ot Grant & 
Hanna was moved from its foundation and 
now stands at an angle of 45 degrees. Reports 
from the rural districts bring intelligence of 
damage to stock. The house of Jacob Bro®ks 
was litted from its. foundation and torn into 
fragments.

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THE “HAY SEED” BUREAU. . 


The Good Work Accomplished for *the 
Farmers. 

Cortvumpta, 8. C., April 6.—[Special.]—The 
new state board of agriculture, organized on 
the Ist of January, has done much‘work. The 
fertilizer inspectors have visited seventy towns 
and sent to the commissioners 360 samples of 
fertilizers, and phosphates, kainits, cotton 
seed meals, chemicals, etc. The special assist- 
ant has supervised the prosphate territory, 
and his reports show that the state will re- 
ceive a royalty of about $33,000, on the rock 
removed. Patrols have been employed at 
Georgetown, and on the Edisto river to pre- 
vent illega) fishing. 

The veterinary surgeon has visited several 
localities to inspect farm stock and prescribe 
methods for the suppression of contagious dis- 
eases, and forthe cure of diseased animals. 
The weather service has established several 
new stations of observation, from which regu- 
lar monthly reports are received, and has col- 
lected a vast amount of useful information re- 
lating to the climate, ete., of the state, sent 
out warnings of the approach of cold waves, 
storms and floods, and daily weather indioa- 
tions. The commissioner has collected the tax 
on over 120,000 tons of fertilizer, has issued 
15,000 monthly reports, containing matters of 
interest to farmers and others, and published 
5,000 panmrphlets descriptive of the resources 
and advantages of the state. 


MONEY FOR THE MAILS. 


The Postoftice Appropriation Bill as Agreed 
Upon By the Committee. 
WasnincTon, April 6.—The house commit- 
tee on postoffices today completed considera- 
tion of the postoffice appropriation bill. As 
agreed upon, it appropriates $60,153,540 
against revised estimates by postmaster gen- 
eral of $60,220,840. The principal redactions 
were an item of $25,000-in estimates for mail 
depredations, postoflice inspectors and fees to 
United States marshals, attorneys and ex- 
nses connected therewith. An item of $25,- 
for extraordipary expenses, allowed by law, 
was stricken out, andan estimate of $35,000 
for binding was disallowed. Last year’s bill 
——— $55,604,650. 
he principal 1tems of increase over last 
year’s appropriation are as follows: Compen- 
sation to postmasters is raised from $11,700,000 
to $12,800,000; that to clerks i yee in- 
ereased from $5,450,000 to $5,950,000; the item 
of free delivery service is increased from $5,- 
522,500 to $6,000,000; the appropriation for 
inland mail transportation by star routes re- 
mains the same at $5,400,000 as does that for 
inland transportation by steamboat routes at 
$450,000 and that for the mail messenger ser- 
vice at $900,000. For inland tation by 
railroads there is increase from $15,867,962 to 
17,000,000. be

THE HORSE WAS BLIND, 


And the Driver Was Reasonably Drunk— 
The Coroner’s Verdict, 

RALEIGu, N. C., April 6.—[{Special.J—A 
blind horse, a drunken man and a sleepin 
gitl were the elements of a tragedy whic 
occurred on the turnpike between Wilmington 
and Wrightsville last night. Rosana Mc- 
Daniel, aged thirteen, and her sister Mary, 
aged cighteen, of Wrightsville, had béen in 
Wilmington. About 7 o’elock they met a 
man named J. L. Brock, in a cart, and he 
offered to carry them home. They got into 
the cart, and soon fell asleep. The girls were 
rudely awakened by the capsizing of the cart. 
The blind horse, left to his own guidance, had 
ran intoa ditch at the side of the turnpike, 
where there were two feet of water. Mary 
fell over the embankment, and the horse, cart, 
Rosanna and Brock fell intothe ditch. Mary 
struck a light and found her sister with her 
head in the ditch under the mud and water. 
She was about to pull her out, but Brock told 
her not to touch her, as she was 
dead, and the “law didn’t allow it.” 
They, therefore, left the girl and she remained 
in this position. Her sister and Brock re- 
mained with her all night. The coroner was 
hotitied by the people who were passing on 
the pike. The verdict of the coroner’s jury 
was that the girl’s death was due to Brock’s 
drunkenness.

Sale of South Carolina Bonds. 

CortvmpBiA, 8. C., April 6.—[Spectal.]—The 
recent legislature authorized the issue of four 
hundred thousand dollar four and half per 
cent bonds, to take the place of the six = 
cent bonds, the terms of which expires this 
year. The holders of the old bonds were al- 
lowed until today to exchange for new bonds. 
Eighty-eight thousand dollars of six per cent 
bonds were exchanged for the four and) a half 
per cent, leaving $312,000 new bonds to be 
taken up by outsiders. They will be adver- 
tised in this state, New York and London. 
The state treasurer intimates that they will 
command a premium of six per cent within 
three years, The financial condition of the 
state is excellent. 


The Taxing of Bank Surplus. 


CotumsB1A, 8. C., April Adee og nen 
announcement yester that the attorney- 
general had decided that hereafter all banking 
surplus inthis state would be taxed, while 
heretofore only the capital stock has been re- 
turned, coneall much excitement in banking 
circles. The comptroller-general stated that 
the prevailing impression was erroncous; that 
the surplus would be taxed, but only the mar- 
ket value of the shares. A bank might haye 
five hundred thousand dollars surplus, and if 
its stock only sold at one hundred and ten it 
could only be taxed ten per cent over its capi- 
ta] stock, and ifit sold for two hundred, it 
must be returned attwo hundred instead of 
one hundred, as has heretofore been the cus- 
tom. Ifthe stock is below par, it will only 
be taxed for what it will bring in in the mar- 
ket. 

The decision has caused much comment 
among bank ofticials and moneyed men gen- 
erally. The weight of opinion is that the at- 
torney general is right. There is some talk 
that the banks here will resist pees of the 
taxes on the surplus and test the matter i 
the court, but the probability is that all the 
banks here, as elsewhere in this state, will dis- 
pose of the matter by aor tag their sur- 
plus among their shareholders. it will then, 
under the loose laws of this state, escape taxa- 
tion altogether.

FRAZER'S NECK BROKE 


Because He Had Murdered His 
Wife. 


HE DIES DECLARING HIS INNOCENCE. 


The Keguletion Dull Thed is Heard in 
Waterbore, Seuth Carolina, Yester- : 
day—The Prisoner's Conduct. 


Cotumnia, 8. C., April 6.—{Special.J— 
Prophet Frazer, the negro who brutally mur 
dered his wife last year, was hung at Walter- 
boro at thirty-five minutes past twelve o'clock 
today. Shortly before twelve o’clock he was 
taken from his cell tothe scaffold, within the 
jail building, eseorted by guards. He ascended 
the ladder leading up to the platform with a 
firm step, exhibiting the same composure which 
stood him so well during his trial, and which 
raised doubts in the minds of some touching 
the certainty of his guilt. 

Upon reaching the platform, Sheriff Black 
told him that if he had anything to say he 
might tell it now. Inaelear and strong 
voice he proclaimed his readiness to die, and 
avowed that he had fully made his peace with 
God. He repeated his former protestations of 
innocence, but his statement was so evasive as 
to remove any doubt of his guilt still remain- 
ing. Afterprayer by the minister present, 
the noose was adjusted and the black cap 
drawn. Frazer stood this ordeal without any 
outward sign of fear. At three minutes past 
12 o’clock the rope that upheld the trap was 
severed, and Frazer’s body fell with the regu- 
lation dullthud. The violent twitching of the 
muscies of the body indicated that 
the neck had not been broken and 
that the struggle. must have . been 
a hard one. The movement of the muscles 
continued for ten minutes and thirty seconds. 
The heart ceased to beat two minutes later, 
and eighteen minutes after the last pulsation 
the physicians pronounced life extinct. 

The y was then cut down and delivered 
over to the dead man’s relatives. The execu- 
tion was private, as required by the laws of 
this state. There had been no endeavor to 
procure a pardon or mitigation of sentence. 

The murder was amost bratalone. The 
body of the dead woman was foundin Frazer’s 
house, the héad and shoulders in the fireplace. 
These were fearfully burned. Frazer 
was absent. The suspicion that 
he quarreled with his wife and striking her a 
fatal blow on the head, threw her body into 
the fireplace. When arrested, and all through 
his trial, Frazer exhibited the utmost coolness 
and stoutly denied his guilt. This attitude he 
kept up to the last, though _he faltered in his 
statement from the gallows. ~

SUICIDE OF OWEN JOHNSON, 


An Atlanta Man Comes to a Bad End in 
Kentucky. 


GLAsGow, Ky., April 6.—-[Special.]}—Owen 
Johnson, a young Irishman from Atlanta, 
committed suicide here today. by jumping into 
a pond in the edge of town. Le had been 
here a week or two on a protracted spree, and 
was suffering from an attack of delirium 
tremens atthe time.

BANK EXAMINER TATE TALKS, 


He Gives the True Standing of the Bank's 
Affairs. 

RALEIGH, N. C., April 6.—[Special.]—Today 
Bank Examiner Tate gave your correspondent 
a statement of the affairs of the state national 
bank, of thls city, which is of particular inter- 
est. It is as follows: 

According to the bank’s books cash is short 
$149,540. The liabilities of the bank are about 
£400,000, and its assets are believed to be worth 
$230,000. Theshortage of eash is offset by 
the capital stock and surplus, aod the other 
deficit is in the Sepression of paper and prop- 
erty belonging tothe bank. In this statement 
of assets, twenty-five thousand dollars found 
on the persons of President Cross and Cashier 
White, at Toronto, are not included, but in the 
statement of Habilities the amonnts due other 
Banks are included. The books show that 
there ought to have been thirty one thousand 
dollars in cash in bank, whereas only balf that 
sum has been found. Cross and White took 
away with them two packages each cf ten 
thousand dollars, obtained from outside banks, 
aed also four thousand dollars obtained from 
the Nationa! bank of Raleigh. The State Na- 
tional bank’s indebtiness to the Park bank of 
New York city is $34,000, but the latter bank 
holds good paper as security. This $54,000 is 
included in the liabilities, and is a preferred 
debt by reason of the fact that the Park 
bank holds the collaterals. The astate- 
mentof the account shows that the bank 
can pay seventy cents on the dollar, less the 
cost of collection. But asthe debt due the 
Park bank must be paid in full it will reduce 
the percentage to the general creditors to sixt 
percent. From this must be also deductec 
the cost of settling up the bank’s affairs and 
making collections, which expenses must come 
out before the creditors can get a dividend. 
But if the money taken from Cross and White 
at Toronto can be secured it will meet this ex- 

nse, and thus leave sixty per cent as the 

ividend. 

Examiner Tate says these figures are all 
based on the value of the debts due the 
bank and of property which the bank 
holds. He has made due allowance for depres- 
sions. He oe his report to the comp- 
troller of cyy\\ a tonight.

The treasury increased its balances about $10,000,000 
in March without causing pressure. For the t 
week it has taken ina millionand a half, while 
adding $700,000 to bank deposits, Whatever it may 
be later, the monetary supply is not now the cause 
of the difficulty. The present shrinkage in Jemand 
for produets may not last, but is for the moment the 
chiet cause of dullness. 

In the iron business the depression exists greater 
than has been felt for years.

Nobody knew much about Pedro. 

In fact he was a mystery and had been fora 
great many years—for exactly how many years 
though nobedy but Pedro himself could tell 
you.

It seems that Mr. Eber- 
hart has an enemy that has followed his foot- 
steps for years; and the following card was 


thrown in his yard: ; 
“T will have revenge yet. Now sce. Marc® 29, 
1L&S8 ‘, 


This was written on a piece of yellow paper 
and in a disguised hand. Mr. Eberhart paid 
no attention to the card, ashe did not know 
that he had an enemy in the world. 

Later. a pasteboard card, directed to John 
Eberhart on one side, and on the other, ‘‘Have 
you forgot 1885? I havn’t. All willstop now. 

tisdone.’”’ This, like the first, was written 
with a pencil, and printed rather than written 
all of the letters being capitals. 

When Mr. Eberhart returned from his work 
he went to look after his movey and found it 
gone. The police were notified -and Captain 
Oliver responded, and a survey taken of the 
premises, and the window glass found-to be 
broken at a rear window, and the muddy 
tracks found on the floor.

AFTER APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Trustees of the University Want to 
Share the Government Funds. 

Artuens, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]—The ad- 
visory board or the trustees of the university 
thave been endeavoring to meet for the past few 
days in order to take action on the fifteen thou- 
sand doHars government appropriation fer.ag- 
ricultural purposes, but a quorum has not been 
had as yet. tin bill provides thatthe appro- 

riation must be expended before the first of 

uly, and that only three thousand dollars can 
be used for buildings during the first year. Af- 
ter that five per cent of the appropriation can 
~be used annually for the construction. and re- 
ped of such buildings as may be necessary. 
Major Lamar Cobb, the secretary and treas- 
urer of the board of trustees, and one of the 
main stays of the university, is taking an ac- 
tive interest in the matter, andis doing more 
than anyone else to secure this valuable aid to 
the university. Hisidea is that should the 
trustees secure the appropriation, a main ex- 
erimental station shania be established here 
in Athens With branches at Dahlonega 
and Thomasville. Dr. W. L. Jones 
has been mentionee as director, and Professors 
White and Strahan as chemist and assistant 
chemist maopererely Whatever action is pro- 
posed should be taken immediately, as the 
matter does not admit of delay. 

Another matter that will come up before the 
next meeting of the trustoes will be the dispo- 
sition of the five thousand dollars appropriated 
last year for the repair of the college dormito- 
ries. Questions are frequently asked by the 
students, through their journals and person- 
ally, concerning the outlay of this fund, and 
for the benefit of those interested, your corres- 
pondent investigated the matter teday. The 
money is still in the hands of the state treas- 
urer, and will remain there until after the reg- 
ular summer session of the board of trustees. 
Should it be drawn by the treasurer of the 
trustees it could not be used until that time, as 
the dormilories are both occupied by students, 
and the repairs carmnot be made until the 
buildings are vacated. Such meagre improve- 
ments as the limited appropriation wiil admit, 
will be made during the summer vacation, 
and the buildings will be ready for 
occupancy at the beginning of the next session. 
There is much talk of destroying the Summey 
house and rebuilding it on a line with the old 
Richardson house so that the campus will be 
entirely open and unobstructed from the gate 
to the chancellor’s residence. There is a streng 
sentiment in favor of this change, and it will 
doubtless, in time, be effected. - 

A vacancy in the board of trustees will be 
filled by election during next commencement, 
and as the successful candidate will have a vote 
in the selection of a chancellor, the position is 
an important one. The law class and class of 
’88 poll sixty-four votes, and should they agree 
on any candidate, his election would be as- 
sured. Messrs. Hoke Smith, of Atlanta; Hugh 
Washington, of Macon, and Solicitor Gober, of 
Marietta, have been mentioned already, with- 
out their knowledge or consent, however. The 
meeting of the trastees will be probably the 
largest ever held, and all indications point to 
an unusually interesting commencement.

The Macon Telegraph has been brushing 
arownd the internal revenue laws, until at 
Jast it has indorsed them. 
what we expected it would d®, and it has 
cleverly fallen into the trap, baited even 
*twith bad English.’’ There is no differ- 
ence between us, as we understand by a 
recent editorial in its columns, except on 
the internal revenue qnestion. 

So far as President Cleveland is concern- 
ed, we affirm again that we believe he is 
wrong in the position he takes in opposing 
the repeal of these laws, in that the party is 
pledged to repeal them, With his civil ser- 
vice ideas we are frank to say we have never 
agreed, and we think a large majority of the 
@emocratic party differs with him on both 
these questions, but that is no reason why 
we should oppose him. 

The president in is message, arraigns 
the various trusts tliat have been formed in 
this country, and very justly we think. 
There is a short way to do away with ‘these 
trusts, especially if they-are formed on 
articles that are now protected by a tariff, or 
which may hereafier be so protected. Will 
the Telegraph join us in urging congress to 
ailopt a plan to get rid of them? We will 
mame it: Letevery article that is included 
in any kind of atrust, be put on the frce 
list. It wili not take a bill three inches 
long to do this. It is based on solid, sound 
sense, and willdo more good than all the 
tariff talk in congress from now until it ad- 
‘journs, It willeut down the surplus and 
leave everything open to competition. 

But we warn the Telegraph that it will 
break the whisky trust, and for that reason 
we fear we will not get iis support. But for 
the influence of this wonderful power such 
a bill would now be before congress-and the 
discussion on it would develop some marvel- 
ously interesting facts. ‘This tariff question 
could be very easily settled but for this great 
influence in national politics. The people 
want one thing done and the whisky ring 
another. 

We can fight for President Cleveland and 
fight the internal revenue laws too; the Tel- 
egraph cannot, and does not. 

Now, as to the ‘Pelegraph’s talk about 
“the new south,’’ and its opinion that we 
support the president simply because we 
think he cannot be defeated, we will simply 
state that we have done what we could to 
make the south new and are not ashaimed of 
it. The policy of the Telegraph has always 
been to keep it back. We are willing to 
compare records asto those whom éach of 
ms have assisted to office. We are not in 
the habit of supporting men who are de- 
feated; the Telegraph knows this well. 

We feel very grateful that the Telegraph 
has not read usout of the party. It has 
been done by much abler papers in the inter- 
est of the whisky ring. and we are still in 
the party and they are still in the ring. 
The whisky ring shall not drive the deme- 
cratic party to indorse the internal revenue 
Jaws, if we can help it. . 

As to the Mills bill, we confess that we 
do not understand it; for instance, we do 
not sce why it puts lumber on the free list, 
and not iron ore and coal. Is the former 
more of a necessity .than the others? It 
cannot be thatit is done to more rapidly re- 
duce the surplus, for it will not do so. Now, 
there are just twenty plain little inconsisten- 
cies like this in the Mills bill which we can- 
not understand, and never expect to. This 
question will have to be settled by the next 
congress. This one will never do it. If 
we start with a bill on which even the dem- 
ocrats in the house divide, when we have a 
clear majority, how do we expect to get 
such a bill through the senate? Hence, we 
pee no reason why we should waste time 
and space in discussing it.

The whisky ring, which is so powerful in 
fegislation and in controlling the policy of 
some of our democratic leaders, is not by any 
means so powerful when it comes to argu- 
ment.

The charge is made that those who favor the re- 
peal of the internal revenue laws ate in favor of free 
whisky. Such a clave is wholly without any 
foundation to support it. 

I the manufacture and sale of whisky is an evil of 
such dimensions as to eal! for the repressive hand of 
the law, then let the several states deal with the 
question, This is reasonable, because the state 
authorities are more intimately acquainted with the 
evil, and because, as a rule, they are called upon, 
and it is their duty todeal with It, 

Again, if the people of a state see fitto probibit 

be manufacture and sale of intoxicant liquors 
within its boundaries, and the federal government 
should authorize its manufacture and sale in the 
same state, that would, it seems to us, be cncourag- 
ing the evil, and presenting a serious obstacle to the 
the control of the question by the authority most in- 
terested.

There has been more whisky 
manufactured and sold sicee the internal revenue 
laws have been in force than ever be ore; so that this 
tax has not, in the least, diminished the amount of 
whisky manufactured and consumed in this coun- 
try: nor has it, in the lcast, repressed this great evil. 
We challenge ihose who so glibly make the charge 
of “free whisky” to show any good that has resulted 
from the internal revenue laws as to lessening the 
great evil of intemperance. 

Gentiemen, get down to facts,and show us why ths 
repeal of the internal revenue law would increase the 
intemperate use of liquor, The truth is, there is no- 
body beneilited by these undemocratic laws, save 
the “whisky ring,’ and we are surprised that so 
many good democrats should lend their iniivence to 
this unholy monopoly.

The great drawback about the work of 
1880 was the vast scale upon which the en- 
terprise was projected. An _ effort. was 
made to collect statistics upon every con- 
ceivable subject, and many special topics 
were exhaustively treated. The conse- 
quence was that all the reports have not yet 
been printed, and an immense amount of 
matter has been thrown away. 

Now, our census reports should deal with 
national! statistics of general interest, and it 
is better to have seven volumes well digest- 
ed and completely covering their subjects 
than it would be to have seventy volumes 
dragging along and appearing nine or ten 
years after the census was taken. 

Profiting by our mistakes in planning the 
Jast census, we ought to be able to gather a 
very valuable collection of statistics next 
time. The work will be richly worth the 
$6,000,000 if it is wisely planned, faithfully 
executed, and made public before its facts 
and figures become stale and flat.

Judge 
Barneit argued that, even admitting the fact of dis- 
crimination, the plaintiff had ro remedy at law, as 
the offense which it was sought to recover arose 
before the passage of the interstate commerce law, 
and wascommon. It did not apply, nor could this 
court apply, any statutory provisions of any states 
tointersiate commerce. Judge Jackson sustained 
his posit ion snd ordered the bill dismissed. Motion

BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 


The Full Argument of Major Shellman 
Before the Railroad Commission. 


In the report of the recent address before the 
railroad commission concerning the question 
of the propriety of readjusting rates, several 
typographical errors occured in the synopsis 
Shellman, 
traffic manager of the Central railroad.

Atlanta does not seem to be much of a “‘res- 
taurant town.” Within the past week two frecstan- 
rants have ceased to exist—that oue owned by Bob 
Pause, oppesiie the Kimball house, and the Stokes 
restaurant on Mariettg street. 

‘It is funny how cities vary in that respect,’’ said 
a well know gectieman who was discussing the 
restaurant question last night. ‘‘Many a place no 
larger than Atlanta will support half a dozen first- 
class restaurants. Hereitis diflerent. I think the 
excellence of Atiantas hotels has a gcoi deal to do 
toward bringing about this state of afiairs, but the 
main thing is that the Georgians who visit Atlant: 
do not secm to favor restaurants. The local patron- 
age is curiailed byjthe large number of boarding 
houses and private hotels.”’ 

It may be difficult to find the true reason, bnt the 
fact that Atlanta is notmuch of a‘‘restauranttown”’ 
is patent,

Dr. Lindley: ‘‘There are in this city two dis- 
tinct systems of building and loan associations— 
usually spoken of as the, weekly payment system 
and the monihly payment system. Of course they 
have other distinctive features except that indi- 
cated bythe name. Ofthe weekly payment insti- 
tutions there are three: The Hapeville, the Fulton 
and the Piedmont, allof which have been organ- 
ized within the past sixteen months.

competition when the money is offered for sale—in 
other words, the value of the stock isnot fixed. 
Each system has its advocates and admirers, and all 
of them are good, and are accomplishing an untold 
good for our city and mr the individual me:nbers.”’ 


“T think there can be no doubt,”’ continued 
Dr. Lindley, “but the weekly yayment system fur- 
nishes the cheapest movey to the borrower, and its 
terms are easier, its payments more easily met, and 
the borrower and investor stand so nearly equal 
that itis impossible tosay that cither has the ad- 
vantage. To the borrower it furnishes cheap 
money, and pays the investor as much as he ought 
to realize from hismoney. You will excuse me for 
speaking chiefly of this new systcmof building and 
loan. Iam more familiar with them and a firm 
believerin them, while I recegnize those on the 
other system, and have no fauit to find with any. 
Atlanta owes moe to these associations 
than she knows and there are yet hundr.ds of men 
and women in the city who would be benefitted by 
taking steck in them. I have frequently said if we 
could interest everybody in these associations who 
would be benefitted from them, Atlanta would have 
a basis for solid growth of far more value than the 
so called booms, and without the danger of collapse 
which is so much to be found following artifi- 
cial inflation.”’

Governor Gordon Issuesan Order 
Suspending Mr. Haralson. 
The Library Placed in Charge of Captain 
John Milledge—The Law Author- 
izing the Order. 


~~ 

Yesterday Governor Gordon issued an order 
suspending Mr. Frank L. Haralson from the 
office of state librarian. 

This action on the part of the governor was 
not a surprise to the public. 

Thursday afternoon, a tively rnmor was cur- 
rent on the streets, that Governor Gordon 
had requested the resignation of Mr. Haral- 
son and that that gentieman had declined to 
accede to the request. A reporter of Tue 
ConsTITUTION interviewed Governor Gordon 
on the subject Thursday afternoon, when he 
merely stated that Mr. Haralson had not de- 
clined to resign, bat was considering the sub- 
ject. The foliowing correspondence, which 
explains ltself, was made public yesterday: 

EXECUT.VE DEPARTMENT, April Sth, 1885 —Mr. 
Frank Haralson, State Librarian—Dear Sir: [I re- 
gTct that a sense of public duty compels me to re- 
yest your resignation of the office of state libra- 
rian. I shall hope to receive itby 12 m. tomorow 
(Friday), Very respectiuily, J. B. GORDON, 

Thursday night Mr. Haralson held a consul- 
tation with a number of his friends at the 
Kimball house which was strictly private, and 
on yesterday murning sent the following reply 
to the governor's request: 

STATE LiskaRy, April 6.—Dear Governor: Your 
letter of the ith instant, has been receis ed, apd 
a'ter Careful consideration I would ask that fou 
state in writing the reason for tour action; aud in 
the n @.:ntime withdraw your request, that I may be 
heard inseply. Yours very respectfuliy 
Fragx L. Haratson, Librarian. 

To this Governgt Gordon made immediate 
response: 

_EXeEcUTIVE DrpartMest, April 6th, 1888—Mr. 
Frank Haralson, Librar an—Dear Sir: My sense ot 
duty will not permit a withdrawal of my request for 
your resignation, nor do | consider that a statemenf 
of my reasons for such request would be of service 
to you, or is demanded by the ci:cumstances. I re- 
peat my request for your resignation, and if I donot 
receive it by 1 p.m. today, I shall place someone iu 
charge of the library. Respectfully, 

J. B. Gorpon, 

To this last comnrunication, Mr. Haralson 
did not reply. 

Shortly after one o’elock the following ex- 
ecutive order was recorded: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMEN?, April 6, 1888.—Freqnent 
complaints having been received at this depart- 
ment that Frank 1. Haralson, state librarian, has 
been neglecting the duties ot his office for months 
past, and the complaints hav.ng been recentiy re- 
newed and enlarged, and having satisfted myself 
that there is ample cause for then, it is therefore, in 
the discharge of my du'y under the statue, ordered 

That Jonn Milledge aud W. R. Rank, Jr., both 
of the county of Filton, he or they, are hereby ap- 
pointed as agents of the state to examine into and 
report the condition of the state library to the exee- 
utive devartinent. 

It is further ordered that the said Fran’ I. Haral- 
sou be, and he is hereby suspended from the said 
office until further order from this department, and 
that in the meantime the oii.c.al doties of librarian 
be discharged by the said John Milledge.

Ry order of the Governor. 

J. W. WARHEN, Secretav Exeentive Department. 

The sections of the code upon whieh the 
above order is based are 74and 122. Section 
74 says, in relation tothe powers of the gov- 
eruor: 

‘‘iie has power to engage the serviees of any com 
petent person for the discharge of any duty required 
by the laws, and essential to the interests of the 
Stale, or necessary, in an emergency, to preserve the 
pro. erty or funds of the state.”’ 

section 122 says: 

The ofi.ce of the state librarian is under the gen- 
eral supervision of the governer, who may at any 
time appoint a competent person to examine into 
aud report its condition to him. 

As section 114 of the code confers upon the 
governor power to suspend the state treasurer 
or comptroller general, for neglect of duty, 
upon trustworthy information, it is tolerably 
clear that he has power to suspend the state 
librarian, a much Smaller functionary. 

Captain Milledge took charge of the state li- 
brary yesterday afternoon. What further order 
Governor Gordon will issue remains to be 
seen. 

Mr. Haraison was approached by a. Constt- 
TUTION man yesterday afternoon, but declined 
tobe interviewed. What Mr. Haralson will 
do remains to be seen. Hereceived a dispatch 
from a prominent Georgia lawer yosterday af- 
terncon to this effect: ‘Stand firm, act 
rightlv.”’ 

The indications are that Mr. Haralson con- 
templates making a fight for re-instatement— 
but upon what particular line has not vet de- 
veloped. The probability is that Mr. Haralson 
will contend that under the act of 1881 the 
governor has not the power to remove him. 
Section 72 of the code of 1882 authorizes the 
governor to remove the state librarian at his 
pleasure.

‘KILLED BY A TRAIN. 


Lonnie Hall, a Fourteen-Year- 
Old Boy, 


Attempts to Jump Upon a Shifting Train 
and is Run Over—He Lives Two Hours 
in Agony—The Details. 


Lonnie Hall, fourteen years old, son of Mrs. 
Mary B. Hall, residing at 164 Luckie street, 
was run over by an Atlanta and West Point 
passenger train, between Whitehall and Broad 
streets, yesterday morning and killed. 

The boy lived nearly two hours after being 
run over. 

It appears that young Hall had been in the 
habit of jumping pon trains as they came in 
and went out of the shed and riding for a 
block or two. Upon several occasions he was 
detected in the dangerous practice and request- 
ed to leave it alone. Yesterday morning about 
8 o’clock, a3 the West Point train came into 
the city, the boy jumped upon it near the Cen- 
tral railroad depot, and rode nearly to the 
union depot where he sprang off. 
After the train ran into the depot, young 
Hall hung about the Whitehall crossing with 
@ companion, Fred Reynolds, and as the 
empty train began backing from the depot into 
the yard started up the track, saying that he 
wouid ride back to the Central depot. Young 
—— tried to dissuade him, but Hall 
walked on down the tracks until about half 
way between Whitehall and Broad streets. 
Just then the train came upon him, and he 
_—— to mount it, but in doing so lost his 

lie. 

There are two accounts as to the accident. 

Young Reynolds,Hali’s companion, say that 
the uniortunate lad grabbed the hand guard 
and climbed upon-the platform but after rid- 
ing a short distance sprang off. In leaving the 
train heslipped and fell and dropped under 
the wheels, which passed over his legs and 
body. <A.C. Jones, yard master for the Cen- 

ral and West Point roads, was upon the train 
and states that Hall started to cross the track 
in front of the carand fell. Before he could 
get out of the way the wheels were upon him 
and before the train could be stopped one car 
had passed over him. 

As soon as the train could be stopped the 
boy was removed. His right leg was crushed 
off near the thigh, and the other higher up. 
Those about him knew that his injuries were 
fatal, but assisted in removing himto Dr. 
Westmoreland’s office. The surgeons quickly 
detected that the boy’s injuries were fatal, and 
administered an opiate to relieve the pain. 
The boy suffered intensely until 10 o’clock, 
when he died. Soon after his death the re- 
mains were removed to Undertaker Bliley’s, 
and Coroner Haynes was notified. A jury of 
inquest was impaneled, and the evidence in- 
duced the following verdict: 

We, a coroner's jury, this day empaneled to in- 
quire into the cause of the death of L. H. Hall, here 
lying dead, find from the evidence adduced and the 
0; inion of the county physician, here present, that 
he was killed by being run over by a train on the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad, and that in our 
opinion lt was an unavoidable accident.

The captain went to his saddle and untying 
his lariat, he stepped behind Cooney, whose 
hands he took down and fastened securely be- 
hind his back. Then facing Cooney, he said: 

“Now, Cooney, let us hear what you have to 
say. Your hours are short, unless you can show 
us that you are straight.” 

“IT have nothing to say,” answered Cooney, 
looking fearlessly at his confederates. ‘You 
have seen me face death often enough to know 
that I am not afraid to die.’’ 

The other American interrupted him:

Nearly twenty pistol shots were fired about 


eleven o’clock last night on Mangum street, 
between Petersand Nelson, to the great an- 
noyance of the people living in the neighbor- 
h 


The shots were fired by a gang of drunken 


negroes. 


About eleven o’clock no less than a half 
dozen telephone messages came into the city 
prison one after another es fast as they could 
be answered. All were from the section of 
the city Where Mangum crosses Peters and 
Nelson, and all asked for help, at the same 
time asserting that a riot of some kind was 
then in full blast in that locality. Call Officer 
Greene, accompanied by three or four officers, 
hurried to the place, but when 
they arrived everything was quiet 
and orderly. The officers began an 
investigation, however, and from all parties 
heard exciting and interesting stories. It ap- 
pears that a dozen negro men, who had been 
drinking freely, congregated ina negro house 
on Mangum street and began playing cards. 
During the game two of the negroes fell out 
and went into the yard to fight, followed by 
the entire crowd. After the fight began ore 
of the negroes pulled a pistol. His adversar 
was not armed, but one of his friends was, and, 
pulling his pistol, stepped forward. Instantly 
a half dozen pistols were drawn, and the firing 
began. The officers secured the names of 
several of the parties, but were unable to 
arrest any one. Durig their investigation 
they secured information inducing them to be- 
lieve that one of the negroes had been 
wounded, but were unable to trace it through.

THERE came several requests during the 
past week for recipes used during the war; one 
for bread and one for corn beer. A gentleman 


writes, “My wife wants to know how to make 
loaf bread like they made it in time of war.” 
I do not know whether to take this literally or 
not; if I should, and give her my war recipes 
for making bread, I fear one loaf would be 
quite enough. How vividly the requests, 
brought before my = a eyes a panorama of 
past scenes and recafled incidents that have 
never been forgotten, but the memory of them 
dimmed by the years that intervene. I could 
see so plainly the faithiul old cook as she 
came laden with her pans and little boxes in 
which the meals were given out after break- 
fast each day, and I could feel again the 
‘weary sickening dread that stole over meas I 
would listlelssy follow on to the pantry(not too 
well stocked) wondering what ‘‘was out,”’ for 
every day brought the same complaint, ‘‘the 
flour’s out,”’ or something else, and where the 
next was tocome from we dared not think; 
then the faithful o}d soul would put down her 
pahsand we would stand and look at each 
othor and the next question would be, ‘‘What 
must we have for supper’?’’ and it was always 
‘light bread,’”’ because it took less lard, and so 
I learned to dislike light or loaf bread, (for it 
was never light)—poor flour and a small pieco 
of lard don’t make light, but heavy bread, or 
at least that was my experience; and since the 
war I have never learned to love even good 
light bread ; and so I must ask my correspon- 
dent to excuse me from giving a recipe for war 
bread, but I can furnish her with whatI- 
think one of the best recipes, for it was my 
mother’s; and we all think ‘“‘mother’s way’’ 
the best in the world. If you are going to 
make bread for breakfast, it must be made up. | 
insummer about nine o’clock. at night—in 
winter later; iffor suppér, bdtween ten and 
eleven o’clock’in the morning.

morning early work your dough up well and 
add an egg, a large tablespoonful of butter or 
lard anda tablespoonful of sfgar; make out 
into your loaf, and when risen bake. This 
gecipe will,I promise, beat any war recipe that 
could be found. A gentleman from Arkansas 
says: “Give an old Georgian a recipe for 
corn beer.’’ We will give two good recipes for 
beer. ‘The real corn beer is made by boiling 
until half dome one quart of corn, then drain 
off all the water and add a quart of water that 
has been sweetened very sweet; let this stand 
for twenty-four hours, when it will be ready 
for use by adding more sweetened water. 
Whenever used, add a little more sweetencd 
water each time. A very good recipe is: Take 
a galion of waterand add to it one quart of 
good syrup and a small piece of yeast cake, set 
it away until fermentation takes place, twenty- 
four hours usually; then bottle for use. ‘These 
recipes are good; I do not say the beur is, if I 
consult my own taste, but others say not 
think as I do on this subject.

War on Roaches 

From Good Housekeeping. 

The common household cockroach came to 
England from the Levant in ship cargoes, and by 
the same means made a voyage to this continent. 
It has increased to numbers of infinite proportions 
in seaport cities, and in some others. It is an in- 
tolerable nuisance in New York and some other 
cities,.and it penetrates to every building end every 
part thereof where it can follow water pipes, not 


only in dwellings, but in offices and stores. There ) 


gre men who make a business of going about and 
ridding houses of these pesis; but, do their wurk as 
thoroughly as they may, they can give only tempo- 
rary relicf, forthe horde soon again intrudes and 
takes up its abode, 

A constant warfare must be waged against these 
insects if much reliefisto be had from them; but, 
though you blow Persian insect powder at them un- 
til the floor is covered with the slain, ina few dars 
the operation can be repeated. Pcople l-arn to dis- 
regard these insects after long familiarity with 
them, and in many New York kitchens little notice 
is taken of them, for they rre shy bugs and scamper 
away at the approach of those who are not members 
of their clan. 

These bugs are almost omnivorous. They will eat 
flour, bread, meat, and even clothing and shoes. 
They usually forage on crumbs and the various 
Groppings and wastes of the. kitchen, an4, if they 
did not insist upou being so numerous where they 
are not wanted, they weuld be considered good 
seayengers. Their favorite time for depredation: is 
the nigl-t; but, emboldened by numbers and famili- 
arity with the lawful occupants of the house, they 
Venture out by Caylight, especially in rooms and. 
Gorners where the light is dim. 

Roach oggs are laid in a bean-shaped capsule, 
three-cighths of an inch long and half as wide, and 
about thirty in each. These sacks are dragged 
around by the females wherever they go. After a 
few daysthe pod opens and lets out the little 
roaches, now soft and white, and, after three or four 
days, they turn brown and are ready for business. 

The roaches make themselves disagreeable by dis- 
charging from their mouths a dark-colored liquid 
with an offensive cdr. In the course of time the 
places trequented by them Levomes impregnated 
with the odor, which is sometimes so powerful that 
food is tainted with it. But the roach has one re- 
deeming virtue, itis said, and that is his appetite 
for bed-bugs. 

“Pyrethrum, also called Persian inseet-powder, is 
gure death to roaches, bu! is not poisoneus to man. 
It is prepared from the tower ofaplant. Powdered 
borax is also said to be a good destroyer of roaches. 
er at least to be sufficient to drive them away from 
the places where it ds scattered.

Give 
the pink spots a slight stir with your spoon spread- 
ing itin broken circles upon the light surface, Pro- 
ceed in tais order until ail is used up, and when cat 
your cake will be found tobe handsomeiy varie- 
gated.

A YOUNG MAN’S DEATH. 


Funeral Yesterday Afterncon—A Statement 
astothe Cause of His Death. 


The funeral of the late Ben Hollingsworth 
took place from the residence of his parents, 
Mr. aud Mrs. Joseph A. Hollingsworth, 390 
Houston street, yesterday afternoon. The re- 
mains were taken to Conyers for interment. 

Speaking of the causes which led to the death 
of Mr. Hollingsworth, one of the attendant 
physicians said yestérday: 

“Mr. Ben Hoilingsworth had been under 
treatment of Dr. C. E. Murphy for ten days 
with obstruction of the bowels. He had called 
in several colleagues during this time who con- 
curred in his Tawnnets and treatment. He 
concluded that nothing further could be ef- 
fected by medical treatment, and that a surgi- 
cal operation ought to be resorted to without 
delay to remove, if possible, the occlusion. It 
was done by Dr. J. Mcl*. Gaston, with the co- 
operation of Dr. W. F. Westmoreland, Jr., 
and the assistance of Drs. Murphy, Harris and 
Redwine. The abdominal wall was 
opened in the middle line 
and upon examination of the intestines the 
impediment was found in the right flank from 
a twisting of the bowel so that the canal was 
entirely obliterated. The tissues on each side 
of the obstruction were already gangrenous; 
and the small intestine was cut off where it 
was sound and stitched to the opening in the 
abdominal wall, so that an outlet was afforded 
for its contents. This operation would no 
doubt have saved the life of the patient at an 
earlier period, but the inflammation had gone 


»so far that there was no hope of averting a 


fatal result in this case.’’

It seems that R. Chambers isa justice of the 
peace ; that Dilashaw appeared before him for 
the purpose of having yw: fora pension at- 
tested for a man named KR. Graham, and that, 
contrary to law, Chambers attested those pen- 
sion papers in the absence of witnesses to the 
signature of Graham. He attested them on 
the testimony of Dilashaw to the effect that 
certain witnesses were present when Graham 
signed. 


The Superior Court. 

This court was occupied nearly all day with 
the interminable Walker-Chambers case. This 
case has assumed many queer phases and has 
been heard in three or four different courts.

The United States Circuit Court. 


In the Urited States circuit court yesterday, 
Judge William Newman presiding, the oe in 
abatement in the case of Copelin vs. Henry 
Fink, receiver of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad was stricken. 

The position taken by the attorneys for the 
road was that the old corporation had been 
sold out, and that a defunct corporation could 
not be sold. 

The decision against the plea was made on 
the following grounds: ; 

The supreme court of Georgia has declared 
that the road isa Georgia corporation. The 
United States circuit court for Tennessee, 
however, has declared that the road isa Ten- 
nessee corporation. The decision of the latter 
court, therefore, controls the case. The law 
of Tennessee on the subject is that when a cor- 
poration dies or is sold out, it still remains a 
corporation for five years, until the business 
is wound up, and during that period can_sue 
orbe sued. Inthe case of Copelin vs. Fink 
will be pushed to a verdict, as will, also, eight 
other cases against the defunct corporation to 
which the plea in abatement applied.
